Billions remain to be- spent on trans- 


continental highways. The discovery 
of this miiy surprise you. You thought 
our highways were just about com- 
pleted. But you arc aii v,rang. 


Take our 
famous 
Broadway 
of 


America, for instance. I regret to in- 
form you Unit midway between Mem- 
phis and Nashville, in Tennessee, it 
drops off onto an old-style crown 
macadam road, a slow-speed 
road 


with narrow cuts and dangerous turns. 
East of Nashville, through the moun- 
tains to Knoxvillc, the Broadway de- 
generates into a hard-surfaced cow- 
trail, with hardly room enough for 
two cars to pass. 


Altogether, it would take probably 


SO million dollars to put the Tennes- 
see section of the Broadway of Amer- 
ica (No. 70) on a par with its com- 
peting transcontinental roads farther 
north, Nos. 20 and 40. 


Tennessee tourist trade is being bad- 


ly hurt by the condition of No. 70, 
and it is only from Memphis west- 
ward that the Broadway begins to 
gel the kind of traffic we sec passing 
through Hope every day. 


You have read in national maga- 


zines about the fine three and four- 
lane roads existing between the major 
cities of the East—but 
even 
today 


there is not a single transcontinental 
highway wider than two lanes, except 
for n dozen miles or so out of a big 
city. No. 20 from Cleveland to Chi- 
cago is two lanes wide, and so is No. 
40, the 
Columbus-Indianapolis-St. 


Louis route.

Lottery Plan Explained 


In an attempt to make its scheme 


legal the city would operate the "lot- 
tery" in this way—the formation of an 
"association" with members paying 
52.50, a tentative price in "dues." 


At various times the "association" 


would elect "officers." This would be 
done by drawing names from a jury 
wheel. The officers would be pcad 
high salaries, the amounts not as yet 
determined, and in this manner the 
prix.es would be distributed. 


It was estimated the "association" 


operated separately from the city, but 
with its Board of Trustees selected by 
the mayor and approved by the Board 
of Aldermen, would yield from $12,- 
000,000 to ¥15,000,000 a year. 


II Per Cent to City 


The lottery would turn over 44 per 


cent, of its receipts to the city comp- 
troller for relief purposes. The' re- 
mainder would be expended for priz- 
es and for expenses. 


Although the mayor can approcvc 


tin 
1 lottery bill immediately—ho must 


wail, five days before signing the tax 
measure— a determined fiijh against it 
by churchmen was anticipated. 


The lottery plan originally sugges- 


ted by Borough President James . Ly- 
on.'.', a Democrat, was opposed Tues- 
day by the Rev. Dr. Christian F. Rcis- 
ne'r of the Broadway Temple, who 
said the "decent people of the city" 
would not accept it. A court test was 
anticipated by the administration. 


It was tentatively estimated that the 


tax of 15 per cent of the federal in- 
come taxes paid on incomes earned in 
the city during 193) would yield from 
?lfi.000,000 to $20,000,000. 


The estimates on the one-ttenth of 


one per cent tax, applicable to gross 
receipts of corporations and profess- 
ional men exceeding ?15,000 a year, 
.ipproxiimiled $7,500,000 a year.

WASHINGTON -(/P)—A 20.000 in- 


crease in the army of the strike idle, 
despite an unremitting drive to reopen 
Southern textile mills was revealed 
by an independent survey Tuesday as 
labor leaders arranged lo extend thc 
great walkout to all branches of thc 
industry within the week. 


The national strike committee of 


thc United Textile Workers was vot- 
ed authority by that organization's ex- 
ecutive council to call out at its dis- 
cretion some 100,000 workers in a hith- 
erto unaffected textile division. Lead- 
ers declared they would do so by Mon- 
day at the latest.

Vetch Is Expected 


Here This Week 


HemriKleiul county fanners who wish 


to produce vetch this fall for a' soil- 
improving crop are urged to register 
ihis week at the county agent's office 
at Hope city hall. 


A carload of Hungarian vetch is ex- 


pected here this week, nnd will bo 
distributed by Carroll S, Morrow, as- 
sistant to County Agent Stanley. 


Mr. Morrow who came here recent- 


ly from Nevada county where he was 
assistant tc. County Agent Ililer, said 
that prices were advancing and urged 
that fanners register at once in order 
to save money in purchasing the vetch. 


Mr. 
Morrow 
recommended 
that 


fanners .sow vetch for the following 
reasons: 
Hardiness: Hungarian vetch is n lit- 


tlt less hardy than Hairy vetch, stand- 
ing between Hairy and Oregon vetch. 
Il can reasonably be expected lo stand 
most winters in Arkansas, especially 
in the southern and central parts. It 
was included in lite test nt the Cot- 
ton Branch Station the last two years 
and winter has not killed it there. 


Growth: Hungarian vetch makes a 


little quicker growth in the 
sprint; 


than Hairy vetch, but the latter will 
usually excel later in the season. 


K(iil Adaptation: Hungarian vetch is 


adapted to the .same soil conditions 
its Hairy vetch with tlie additional 
adaptation of standing somewhat poor 
i r drainage, according to tests made 
uiilsidc- of Arkansas. llowerer, this 
does not justify recommending that 
it be planted where drainage is poor. 


Amount of .seed: Hungarian vetch 


see should bo planted somewhat heav- 
ier than seed of Hairy vetch, probably 
about a third heavier. Since seed of 
Hungarian now costs about half a:; 
much as that, of Hairy vetch il would 
ihi.'appr to plant ;!l) pounds of Hungar- 
ian Velch per acre than lill pounds of 
Hairy vetch.
